The regular meeting of the Police Relief

The Pastime Club’s President 
Tenders His Resignation. 


Cannot Give the Office the Time It De- 
mands. 


THINKS HIS CONNECTION WITH ATH- 
LETICS INJURES HIS PRACTICE. 


Reasons for His Action Stated in a Letter 
Written by Mr. Delano to ths Directors 
ofthe Clab—His Name Has Been too 
Prominently Identifiei With Athletics 
—Still Interested in the Organization's 


President Rufus J. Delano of the Pastime 
Athletic Club has sent to Temporary Secre- 
tary George F. Powell a letter of resignation. 
This will be unpleasant news to the local 
athletic world. Mr. Delano’s resignation 
was tendered to Secretary Powell on Tuesday 
last, and since then he has mailed copies of 
the letters to each member of the Board of 
Directors. One of the latter gentlemen, 
when asked this morning for the probable 
reasons for the President’s withdrawal, 
showed a copy of the letter, which gave Mr. 
Delano’s reasons at length. The letter read

Drang SiR—I have sent — 1 as Presideat 
and a member of the Board of F. A. C. te our See- 
retary, Mr. George F. Powell, and in doing sol 
think it proper te explain my reasons for tendering 
my resignatien. : 

As you will readily understand from our conversa- 
tion prior to my re-election, I. was very desirous by 
reason of my legal business engagements to have 
either yourself or some other suitable person 
elected to fill the office of President of the soeiety. 

Although I expressed a desire upon the night of 
— re-election to have some other person fit the 
office, yet under the peculiar condition of affairs ex- 
isting at that time I could not and would not have 
refused the courtesy and honor extended to me by 
the members of the club. 

As Lunderstandit, the differehees between the 
associations have been arranged andthe F. A. C. 
have now charge of the club-house under a five-year 
lease, with certain conditions, which the “lub by its 
members accepted, and therefore there is no reason 
why some broad-minded business man with leisure 
time should not fill the position of President in my 


place. 

I feeil.that during the last year Shave been te con- 
siderable sacrifice in my law business and have giad- 
ly given up my time and attention to the affairs of 
the cluh and that this, with my st efforts towards 
athletic sports in this city, should entitle me to re- 
tirement. 

Lafomtunately, my profession is such that I must 
give it personal attention, pars and simple, net hay- 
ing the epportunity, as in other kinds of business 
to leave it temporarily in the charge of others.

enough to attend to their business. I deem this 
gentie admenition on their part sensible enough for 
me to ftogist upon a resignation from the board. 
Followidyg this idea, I have resigned from the boards 
of 3 other associations in which I was a stock- 
holder. 

In explanation, you will readily. understand that 
by reason of my office in this club I have been 
elected on the A. A. U. Association. This, you 
will again easily understand, necessarily Drings me 
continuous newspaper prominence that creates in 
the minds ofcertain of my cilents theidea that I 
am attending to athietics alone.

Blood, the wrecker of the 
Common sense Building and Loan As- 
sociation, was taken out of jau to-day 
and escorted to the Laclede Building by 
Deputy Sheriff John Murphy to testify ‘before 
Thomas A. Russell, Master in Chancery of 
the Association in the care of Cesarine For- 
maz et al., against the Common 
Sense Bullding and Loan A880 
Clation. Mrs. Blood took her departure 


from the jail very reluctantly, and when she 
arrived at Attorney Russell's office, she ex- 
pressed herself as being as mad as a wet 
hornet.“ When she was called upon to 
testify in the case she appeared very 
obstinate, and snapped at the attor- 
ney’s questions in such a manner as 
to make Mr. Russell very warm under the 
collar.

REYNOLDS REAPPOINTED. 


Judge Brewer Selects a District Attorney 
Pending Presidential Action. 


Col. George D. Reynolds this morning re- 
ceived his reappointment as United.States 
District Attorney for the Eastern District of 
Missouri. The instrument was dated Jan. 29 
and was signed by E. J. Brewer, Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

This is an ad interim appointment made for 
no definite time, but until the District At- 
torney’s saccessor has been appointed and 
has qualified. The Supreme Justice for this 
United States Court circuit took this action 
of his own motion, having Knowledge of the 
date ofexpiration of Mr. Reynolds’ com- 
mission. The appointment is made under 
section 798 of the revised statutes of the 
United Statos. 

Assistant District Attorney Cahoon stated 
that Mr. Reynolds had not applied for this 
ad interim reappointment, nor notified the 
Supreme Court of the date of expiration of 
his commission; the Court had had judicial 
knowledge of this fact beforehand and had 
acted upon that knowledge. However it was 
a relief to Mr. Reynolds’ assistants, as they 
were not sure thatthey had any right to 
act for him or even for themselves officially 
while the district attorney’s o was vVa- 
cant. The law authorized thelr appoint- 
ment to assist the gdistrict attorney, and 
some lawyers held that it there were no dis- 
triet attorney in .offico the acts. of 
these appointed to assist such officer 
could ave no force. held 
their offices only at the leasure 
of the Attorney-General of the United States, 
and could be removed or their offices abol- 
ished at his pleasure, while the District At- 
torney held his commission from the Presi- 
dent, and his reappointment, as in this case 
could only be made by one of the Justices of 
the United States Supreme Court. 


POWER OF GOLD. 


Right to a Title for Play an Issue in 
Court. 


That interesting query. What's in a 
name? came very near reaching a judicial 
settlement In the United States Circuit Court 
this morning. Judge Thayer saved himself 
the honor of elucidating the Shakspearean

HONDURAN WAA. 


Central American Ofliciale Look for a 
Speedy Ending of the Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Central American 
officials resident in this city expect a speedy 
termination of the troubles in Honduras, 
The chances, it is thought, are on the side of 
the rebels and invaders, although nobody 
ventures to express a decided opinion con- 
cerning the issue of the affalr. It is thought, 
however, that President Vasquez has prob- 
ably reached the full strength of his re- 
sources. While the supply of reinforcements 
from Nicaragua is by no means exhausted 
and the rebellious party is steadily gaining 
strength. In Honduras itself, Vasquez, it is 
sald, is not popular, having gained and 
strengthened nis position chiefly by force. 
His opponent, on the other hand, is said to 
be exceedingly popular and of high reputa- 
tion. He isa young man, about 88 years of 
age. 

Tegucigalpa, the capital of Honduras, is 
now besieged by the rebels and their Nica- 
raguan aliles, and it is thought that there is 
a prospect of a speedy termination of the 
revolution, possibly within a week, although 
it Is admitted that complications may arise 
at any time to defer the time of settlement. 
Itis thought here that the revolution will 
not spread beyond the borders ot Honduras. 
Rumors of uprisings in Nicaragua are not 
credited as being of importance, although it 
is admitted that malcontents in that country 
may see in the present complications a 
chance to further their own ends,

‘The Butler ‘‘pull’’ in the administra- 
tion of justice is again exemplified in the 
dismissal of the case of assault with intent 
to kill against ex-City Attorney Butler. 
The disposition of this case is not a 


question of the punishment of one man. 
Butler’s guilt or innocence cuts no figure 
‘inthe matter. 
‘forcement of 


It is a question of the en- 
the law and the trial 
of a man charged with the 
wolation of law. If immunity 
from trial for law violation can be secured 
for any citizen through a political pull, by 
oqrrupt interference with the course of 
justice or by bribery or intimidation of 
witnesses, thelaw is brought into con- 
tempt. The safeguard of every citizen is 
broken down. 

The explanation of the dismissal of the 
case is that Leary, the victim of Butler’s 
revolver and the principal witness, is ab- 
sent and cannot be found. Why is he 
absent and why is the State deprived of 
his necessary testimony? That is 
a question which concerns every 
man, woman and child in the 
State and in which the value of the 
State’s government is profoundly involved. 
The prosecution of Butler is not a personal 
concern of Leary, but the concern of the 
people of the State. They have a 
right to know by what means 
they are deprived of the opportunity to 
vindicate and enforce their laws. The pun- 
ishment of one who interferes with the en- 
forcement of the laws is of more im- 
portance to the State than the punishment 
of any number of ordinary criminals. 

The inability of the State to prosecute 
Butler is a matter of far greater moment 
than his conviction after trial. The 
dismissal of the case creates a 
more imperative necessity for investi- 
gation and vindication of the law 
than the case itself. If the Butler 
„pull“ can be depended upon to protect 
with impunity to all concerned all of the 
Butler gang from the penalty of crime this 
city is not fit for anyone to live in except 
the Butler gang.

A FLOURISHING LIE. 

Ex-Speaker Reed wants to know why, 
if protection is nota good thing, all the 
civilized countries except Great Britain 
are protectionists. 
One explanation of this was supplied by 
Mr. Reed when he said that the truth is 
simplest after you understand the truth, 
but before you do the lie is far sim- 
pler.’’ There is no more  plausi- 
ble lie than the protection lie. 
It stimulates industry at first. 
Under its stimulation factories 
are built and evidences of property and 
wealth accumulation spring up on all 
sides. It takes the peoplea long time to 
understand the simple truth that the stim- 
ulation is only temporary and that in the 
end protection closes factories and 
checks industry. It takes them a 
long time to discover that the evi- 
dence of prosperity is fallacious and that 
under protection wealth accumulates in 
the hands of a few favored citizens at the 
expense of all others, It takes them a 
long time to learn that the workingmen 
are not protected by protection. 

This is the reason that the protection lie 
fiourishes, but for the underlying causes 
of ite continuance and growth we must 
look 2 little deeper. Mr. Reed will 
find that chief among them are 
the twin evils, war and _e greed. 
War creates the necessity by which greed 
profits. When greed is once permitted to 
fasten ite claws upon the body politic it is 
hard to shake it off. A favor once granted 
by the Government is never relinquished 
without a desperate struggle. The Ameri- 
can people would not have been burdened 
with the monstrousjprotection fraud which 
now oppresses them had it not been for 
the necessities growing out of war. 
In Burope war, the fear of war and the 
costly preperations for fit have accom- 
plished the same results, Necessity has 
given greed the opportunity to victimjze 
the people and impose upon them the at- 
tractive falsities of protection. 

We are now living under the 
limits of the protective system, and the

HANGING TO TREES, 


Two Mussulmans Lynched Near Seline 
on the Island of Crete, 


RESULT OF A BITTER FEUD BETWEER 
THEM AND THE CHRISTIANS. 


Great Indignation Against the Governor 
Because Four Christians Were Exe- 
cuted for Crimes and Criminal Mus- 
seulmans Were Reprieved—Wholesale 
Arrests Have Followed—General For- 
eign News. 


“ ATHENS, Greece, Feb. 8.—The execution of 
four Christians, who were sentenced to 
death for various crimes in the island of 
Crete, has incensed the Christians of the 
island against the Governor, Their indigna- 
tion is increased dy the fact that several 
Mussulmans, who were convicted of capital 
charges, have been reprieved. 

Two Mussulmans were found hanging to 
trees near Seline recently, and it is thought 
that they were executed by Christians, who 
were enraged atthe treatment accorded to 
their comrades. The lynching of these two 
men led to wholesale arrests, and the fan- 
aticism of both sects has been aroused, All 
the foreign consuls in Canea, except the 
Russian representative, have protested 
against the execution of the Christians.

Comment on the Tariff Bill. 
Loxpox, Feb. 8.—The Standard, in com- 
menting apon the passage of the Wilson 
tariff bill, says: Io usin this country, who 
get most of our news tainted by the advo- 
cates of McKinleyism, itis almost startling 


to find that the majority was nearly double 
that of the highest previous estimates. It is 
possible that the income tax has been incor- 
porated in the tariff bill with a sinister pur- 
pose; but it is our hope that the measure will 
pass through the Senate, and that the people 
will speedily become reconciled to the in- 
come tax asa necessity of the time. Noef- 
ficient fulcrum, therefore, is necessarily af- 
forded to the obstructionists in the Senate by 
amalgamation. The pressure resulting from 
the fact of the suffering of the people ought 
to overcome any opposition that the Senate 
may attempt to organize.’’ 


Artic Explorer Nansen. 


Lonpown, Feb. 38.—The Chronicle says: We 
have reason to Fnow that despite the opti- 
mistic statements published in regard to the 
safety of Dr. Nansen, the Arctic explorer, 


his friends are by no means easy regarding 
his fate. The Fram proveda pose saller, and 
was laden to the verge of peril even in placid 
sea, free from ice, while the crew was small 
in number and amateurisd. 

After discussing the various conjectures in 
regard to the experieace of the expedition, 
the Chronicle concludes that in any case the 
vessel would not get toa great distance, but 
would be carried by the current to pretty 
near where it entered the Kara Sea, though 
it perhaps may get far enough north to ex- 
amine the still unknown termination of 
Franz Josef’s land.

RAYNOR ON HAWAII 


Mr. Stevens an Active Participant in 
the Overthrow of the Monarchy. 


THIS GOVERNMENT HAS NO RIGHT TO 
REMEDY THE WRONG BY FORCE.

That the United States Forces Had Been 
Employed to Unseat the Queen Is Easy 
of Proof—Nothing Can Now Be Done 
and Non-InterferanceIs Advocated. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2.—Following is 
the address of Representative Raynorin the 
House to-day on the Hawallan question, In 
opening his remarks Mr. Raynor sald: 


desire to be fair in the brief discussion 
that I shall devote to this subject, I am not 
sufficient ofa partisanto applaud every act 
that proceeds from my own party and to 
criticise and condemn everything that is 
done by my opponents. I have endeavored 
with an unprejudiced mind to investigate 
this casein allof its elaborate details, and 
have tried to arrive at an honest conclusion 
without any political bias whatever, and I 
shall give you the conclusions that I have 
reached and the judgement that I have ar- 
rived at for whatever it may be worth. 

M opinion is this: In the first place Iam 
convinced beyond all manner of reasonable 
doubt Mr. Stevens, the Minister of the United 
States, was an active participant in the 
overthrow ofthe monarchy in the Kingdom 
of Hawall; and, in the second place, the 
President having submitted the matter to 
Congress, Iam satisfied that according to 
the usages and principles of international 
law we have noright by the use of arms or 
force, to romedy the wrong that das been 
committed. and that all efforts for a peacea- 
ble solution of the matter having terminated 
we have no further right to intervene, and 
thatitis ourduty forthe present to recog- 
nize the defacto government that is now ina 
charge, and our duty inthe futureto recog- 
nize such form of government as may be de- 
termined upon by the wishes of the people of 
the island, 

OVERTHROWN BY ARMED FORCE, 

No, as to the proof that the monarchical 
form of government was overthrown dy the 
armed forces of the United States, and that 
the said government would not have been 


overthrown but for such unlawful interven- 
tion upon our part: There is no difficulty 
about this branch of the investigation what- 
ever. Noonecan come to an honest con- 
clusion upon it until he reads the testimony 
and partially analyzes the facts that have 
been submitted. We could not select a 
stronger case before any impartial tribunal 
of the country in favor of the proposition 
that is now asserted that the abdication of 
the Queen was not to those who constitute 
the Provisional Government, but was made 
to the forces of the United States, and to no 
oneelse. WhatI would like very much te 
have isthe honest judgment of this House 
upon this question when I have submitted 
the facts that strike me as the salient points 
in this controversy. ; 

Our political opponents will not discuss 
the question in this House, whether Mr. 
Stevens was guilty of a crime against the 
government to which he was the accredited 
representative and was guilty of violating 
the law of nations, because, in my deliberate 
judgment, the testimony is so overwhelming 
upon this point that there is no doubt what. 
ever of his guilt, even admitting for the sake 
of argument that so far as he was personally 
concerned, his intentions were honorable 
and his motives inspired by the highest pria- 
ciples of patriotism. 

EVIDENCE QUOTED. 

Mr. Raynor at some length quoted from the 

Hawalian evidence submitted to Congress

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discussion. What shall we do now Noth. 
ing, Mr. Speaker! A great wrong has been 
committed; a crime has been perpetrated 
that cannot be justified before the nations of 
the world. The President in the exercise of 
his power and authority has offered to re. 
dress this wrong. It was his duty to do this 
If he was right in the premises he was righ 
In the conclusion, and such will be the intel- 
ligent verdict of his countrymen. He could 
not have stood by with folded hands and 
sanctioned by his silence the concealment of 
this iniquity. It was a grave and den- 
cate question to deal with, and he has 
treated it with the unflinching integrity 
and courage that has characterized all of his 
oficialacts. He has assumed the whole of 
the responsibility, and when his conduct is 
calmly considered he will be fully justified 
at the bar of public opinion. If you once d- 
mit that our minister was at the head of thi 
conspiracy, then it becamethe duty of the 
President under every dictate of justice to 
attemptto make restoration of the rights 
that had been plundered. We have nothing 
to do with the character of the Queen or her 
form of Government. She may be as great a 
tyrant as ever wielded the sceptre of oppres- 
sion; she may be possessed of the most say- 
age and ferocious instincts. That is 
not the issue. The question Is 
was she roobed of her inheritance? 
Was she dethroned? Was she despolled of 
her kingdom and her crown by the infamous 
interference of a Minister of the United 
States? If so, it was right; it was honorable 
in the highest degree; itt was in accordance 
with our traditions ana with every impulse 
of the national conscience to make an honest 
and peaceable attempt to redress the griey- 
ance which she had suffered and to restore 
tus title of which she had been robbed. This 
attempt has been made, and the provisional 
Government has refused to accede to the 
domand, and the President has sub- 
m the whole matter to 
Congress for our action and determination. 


NON-INTERFERENCE ADVOCATED. 
What is to be done? This is the practical 
question. I want to be very plain about 
this. As far as Iam concerned I would make 
no further effort whatever in behalf of the 


fallen sovereign of these islands. In 
opinion she has passed
